FBI investigates 
housing agency

Executive Director Fred W Money of 
the Santa Barbara County Housing 
Authority has been suspended and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation has 
launched a probe in the wake of apparent 
“ discrepancies” discovered during a 
routine audit of the housing agency. 
Housing 
A uthority Com m ission 
Chairman Stanley E. Horn of Lompoc 
yesterday confirmed Money has been 
suspended for the last two weeks 
In a 
statement prepared for the press, Horn 
said. 
"A routine audit of the records of the 
Housing Authority has brought to light 
seeming irregularities in the day to day 
conduct of the affairs of the Housing 
Authority 
“ Until these procedural matters have 
been cleared up, the Board of Commis­ 
sioners have thought it prudent to relieve 
Fred Money of his duties as Executive 
Director. 
His assistant Michael Lynn 
will be temporarily 
in charge of the 
Housing Authority affairs.” 
“ D iscrepancies in some of the 
records,” said Housing Authority Legal 
Counsel Lawrence C. Grossman today, 
“ seemed like it may have involved Mr. 
Money, so he has taken a 60-day leave 
while they conduct the audit.” 
Grossman said Money “ was asked to 
take the leave,” but added that he “ is to 
be reinstated if everything works out.” 
The apparent irregularities were 
revealed during “ a routine audit,” said 
Ken Hansen, Regional Inspector General 
for the investigative office of Housing 
and Urban Development in San Fran­ 
cisco “ It was a periodic audit conducted 
of the housing authorities just as we do of 
all housing authorities ” 


U.S. economic index dips 
.2 per cent during July 


W A S H IN G T O N ( U P I ) - The 
governm ent’s barom eter of future 
economic activity fell 0.2 per cent for the 
third consecutive month in July, the 
Commerce Department said today. That 
could signal a drab job and production 
outlook for the remainder of 1977. 
The three straight declines in the 
Index of Leading Indicators was the 
longest since the depths of the 1974-75 
recession 
Commerce analyist Feliks Tamm was 
hesitant to make a gloomy forecast for 
the economy. But he said it was 
“ definitely an interruption in the early 
trend of strong growth the economy ex­ 
perienced last winter and spring ” 
Another analyst said before the July 
statistics were made public that “ it is 
going to be difficult for the administra­ 
tion to explain the declining indicators ” 
Six of the 10 indicators available for 
July dropped, while four increased 
Prior to May, the index had risen for 
three months in a row after a drop in 
January when cold weatrher brought 
fuel shortages that curbed activity and 
paralyzed some regions of the country 
There have been several bits of depres­ 
sing economic news this month, in­ 


cluding a steep fall in the stock market 
and an announcement Aug 
18 by 
Bethlehem Steel Corp. of drastc reduc­ 
tions in capacity and capital spending. 


Some private economists and analyists 
on Wall Street have even predicted a 
near-recession early next year. 
The Commerce Department said the 
July index stood at 129.7 per cent of the 
1967 average, compared with an upward- 
revised 129 9 per cent for June 


The June figure was revised from an 
originally reported 0 6 per cent decline to 
an 0.2 per cent drop from May. 
A major contributor to the Ju ly 
decline, the department said, was the 
change in sensitive prices, which is 
based on the Wholesale Price Index of 
crude m aterials excluding food and 
feeds 
Other indicators that decreased last 
month were average workweek, layoff 
rate, contracts and orders for plant and 
equipment in 1972 dollars, new orders in 
1972 dollars and building permits. 
The four that increased were vendor 
performance, change in total liquid as­ 
sets, stock prices and money balance in 
1972 dollars, the department said 


Lompocan stabbed to death

One man was fatally stabbed and a 
friend suffered minor injuries when they 
were assaulted by three suspects in a 
fight that erupted early today in a quiet 
West 
Hickory Avenue neighborhood, 
police said. 
Dead is Anthony Frank Ortega, 22, of 
135 South К St. The friend, Lewis Elm er 
Gross, 19, of 620 N. Larkspur St., was 
treated at Lompoc Hospital and released 
to his home. Gross reportedly had stab 
wounds in the right shoulder. 


Three suspects were being sought to­ 
day. 
Ortega died of massive hemorrhaging 
despite heroic efforts by two friends, 
Abel Gonzales of 119 Dahlia Ave., and 
Walter Lee Moore of 407-A W. Hickory 
Ave., to get him to the hospital. 
Gonzales told of seeing Ortega fall to 
the pavement in front of 421 W Hickory 
Ave., and of calling for Moore to help 
him with the wounded man. 
The two friends lifted Ortega into 
Moore’s car and together drove to Lom­ 
poc Hospital, eight blocks to the east on 


Hickory Avenue. Ironically Gonzales and 
Moore went to the old emergency room 
entrance on Hickory Avenue and when 
they found the door locked went into the 
front or main entrance of the hospital. 
The new emergency room entrance is on 
the D Street side of the hospital around 
the corner from the old emergency 
room. 
In a statement to officers, Gonzales 
said he and Moore managed to half 
carry, half drag Ortega into the main 
entranceway where they yelled for a 
stretcher. The two friends continued to

Panama treaty 
office, Thomson says 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The AFL-CIO 
leadership, traditionally conservative on 
foreign policy issues, today gave Presi­ 
dent Carter an important endorsement 
of his proposed Panama Canal treaty. 
As expected, the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council issued a statement officially en­ 
dorsing the treaty despite misgivings ex­ 
pressed by the more conservative un­ 
ions AFL-CIO President George Meany 
Monday declared his personal support 
for the treaty. 
The council said it was satisfied the 
treaty, which must have Senate ratifica­ 
tion, fulfilled the two most important 
concerns of labor: 
— Continuing access by U.S. ships to 
the canal. 
— Protection for American workers in 
the Canal Zone. 
After reviewing the administration’s 
summary of the treaty, the council con­ 
cluded it would guarantee “ the perma­ 
nent neutrality of the canal and the 
operation and defense of the canal 
through the year 2000.”

“ Due to mental disorder or disease, 
this defendant is not capable of taking 
part in his own defense,” concluded the 
team of p sych iatrists, who have 
questioned Berkowitz since his arrest as 
the 44-caliber killer on Aug. 10.

Lompoc teachers will learn the details 
and be asked to ratify today the first con­ 
tract negotiated for them through collec­ 
tive bargaining 
But a minority teacher union has been 
telephoning its members and supporters, 
recommending that they not approve the 
contract before they read the actual 
document, not just hear a summary of it. 
“ We are urging our membership to 
vote no on the contract until they read it 
in its entirety,” and organizer in the 
Lompoc Federation of Teachers (L F T ) 
said. “ It’s the only wise thing to do.” 


Elected teacher representative, the 
Lompoc Education Association (L E A ), 
reached agreement with the school dis­ 
trict last month on a proposed contract, 
tentative until teachers ratify it. 
The two sides agreed to withhold 
details of the contract until the LEA 
could present and “ explain” the docu­ 
ment to all members of the bargaining 
unit at the same time 
With all teachers due to report to the 
Orientation General Meeting tomorrow, 
the LEA is holding a bargaining unit 
meeting and ratification election from 1 
to 5 p.m. today in the Civil Auditorium. 
A 6 p.m. the Lompoc Unified School 
District board of trustees plans to meet 
and approve the contract, if teachers 
ratify it. 
“ We re not trying to be negative,” 
LFT Vice-President Dave 
Bickmore 
said, “ It’s not that we have anything 
against the contract, because we don’t 
know what's in it.” 
However, Bickm ore said that the 
LEA s effort to keep details of the agree­ 
ment secret until today, the day before 
the teachers’ work year begins, "doesn’t 
create an atmosphere of good feeling, of 
trust,” but one, rather of apprehensive 
and suspicion. 
Bickmore said he wondered whether 
the LEA , in keeping the contract secret 
until the ratification meeting, would be 
attempting to “ smooth over” some 
"touchy,” or undesirable provision of the 


agreement 
Bickmore said he had read reports in 
the Record that the LEA had negotiated 
a 6 25 per cent total increase in salary 
and fringe benefit increases for 
teachers, but noted that other un­ 
disclosed terms of the agreement could 
compensate for this “ not too good” 
figure. 
“ If the contract is good, it’s good. “ But 
if it’s not,” Bickmore said the LFT 
recommended to teachers, “ don’t say 
yea or nay. Until you know what you’re 
agreeing to, don’t agree to it.” 
LEA President Ruth Hadley has said 
that teachers would not receive in­ 
dividual copies of the proposed contract 
during the ratification meeting. She had 
"no comment” this morning when asked 
if teachers would be able to read the 
document before being asked to vote on 
it. 
Carol Linger, L E A chief negotiator, 
said, “ I doubt seriously that most of the 
teachers would want to read the entire 
document.” 
She added that teachers need not read 
the contract word for word if they know 
its basic provisions. As one would leave 
up to an attorney the attention to 
“ specific details and legal language,” 
teachers would likewise let “ someone 
knowledgeablable 
(the 
bargaining 
agent) deal with exact terms and wor­ 
ding.” 
Asked to comment on the L F T ’s de­ 
mand to read the contract, school board 
President Barbara Berg said, “ You need 
to have faith in your representative.” 
The LFT has about 150 members, com­ 
pared to some 300 in the LEA. The LFT 
also has “ sympathizers” in addition to 
its official membership. 
The union 
received 216 votes in the bargaining 
agent election; the LEA received 271. 
(Teachers may belong to either or no 
union, but the LEA now represents all 
teachers in collective bargaining.) 
LEA ’s Linger predicted a good turnout 
for today’s ratification meeting. 
“ Of course, we re very curious That’s 
going to bring people out today,” one 
LFT member said.

Details of the events leading to the 
tragedy were sparse, but it appeared 
that there was a party or a gathering of 
young people in Moore’s apartment. 
Witnesses reported going into the front 
yard of the apartments at 407 W Hickory 
Avenue and seeing a man “ hassling" 
Ortega. 
One witness reported seeing Gross 
“ trying to stop” the fight and of the an­ 
tagonists moving westerly on Hickory 
where they resumed the fight. 
A telltale trail of blood leads from the 
possible point on the street where Ortega 
was stabbed, to the point 40 or 50 feet to 
the east where he finally fell. A large 
pool of blood was still visible on the pave­ 
ment in front of the driveway at 421 W 
Hickory. 
Neighbors in houses immediately adja­ 
cent to the fight location said they had sl­ 
ept through the incident and were un­ 
aware of the fight 
Police blocked off Hickory Avenue 
between K and L Streets and combed the 
area with a metal detector searching for 
a weapon. Explorer Scouts attached to 
the police department were mobilized to 
aid in the search 
Sgt. John Coday 
reported at 10:30 a m. that no weapon 
was found. 
Police declined to confirm or deny 
scattered statements by witnesses. 
Police had the name of one possible 
suspect. One of the suspects was 
described as five feet eight inches tall 
with dark shoulder length hair and wear­ 
ing a brown vest, a white T-shirt and 
brown cord pants. 
A second suspect, according to witnes­ 
ses. was also five feet eight inches tall, 
with dark hair, and wearing a brown- 
yellow “ Pendleton” shirt. 
There was no description immediately 
available on the third suspect They were 
believed driving a blue Chevrolet, which 
was described as a “ lowrider.”

LNG bill advances 
through Assembly 
despite protests 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - The As­ 
sembly Ways and Means Committee to­ 
day approved a bill that would permit 
contruction of a liquefied natural gas ter­ 
minal in California over the protests of 
the lawmaker in whose district the 
project likely would be built. 


On a 15-1 vote the bill (SB1081) by Sen. 
Alfred Alquist, D-San Jose, was sent to 
the floor. The “ no” vote was cast by As­ 
semblyman Gary Hart, D-Santa Bar­ 
bara, whose district includes Pt Concep­ 
tion, that probable location for the 
proposed plant. 
The bill would allow one LNG terminal 
to be built on a remote on-shore site. The 
Public Utilités Commission would be 
authorized to issue the final construction 
permit no later than July 31, 1978, 
Hart asked Alquist why the terminal, 
which would handle the highly flam­ 
mable fuel from Indonesia and Alaska, 
could not be built offshore. 
Alquist said such a move would add 
two years to construction. “ We all know 
we are facing a serious shortage of gas 
by the 1980s if no new supplies are ob­ 
tained,” he said.

a fad, Cass designed and 
built the first “Flush Miser” 
in 1974. 
Cass received the patent 
on his device Aug. 2 of this 
year. S and M Enterprises of 
Beverly Hills and Lompoc is 
marketing the item and it 
will soon be available in 
retail and hardware stores 
for $6.95. 
The original miser Cass 
used in his home was made 
of stainless steel. For 
production purposes the 
material was changed to 
clear plastic. 
According to Cass, owner 
of Michel Hallmark store, 
the miser takes only a few 
moments to install. It 
doesn’t alter the toilet 
machinery in any way, but 
attaches to the flush handle 
on the outside of the tank. 
Instead of one fu ll, 
automatic flush, the device 
allows the user to regulate 
exactly the amount of water 
needed. 
“For liquid waste, for in­ 
stance, you only need a 
gallon or two of water,” said 
Cass 
Bricks or other water dis­ 
places, said Cass, simply 
cut down the amount of 
water available and at 
times, a full flush is needed. 
According to Cass, the 
miser not only saves water, 
but the decrease in waste 
m aterial will ease the 
burden on city sewage treat­ 
ment plants and cesspools. 
As Cass said, if only half 
the 150 million homes in 
America who could would 
use the device, the saving 
would be substantial.

Exxon proceeds with 
oil facility off Gaviota 


The Board of Supervisors was 
officially informed Monday that 
Exxon Corp. is moving ahead 
with plans to complete its of­ 
fshore oil processing and tanker 
terminal facility off Gaviota. 


At the same time, county 
authorities became aware of a 
memorandum from a Gov. 
Brown aide to various state and 
county officials that predicted 
the Interior Department has 
decided it cannot revoke Exx­ 
on’s offshore permit granted 
under the Ford Administration 


Board chairman 
Harrell 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, filed 
a letter he received from Exxon 
which confirmed that the giant 
oil company is pushing plans to 
exploit its unitized Santa Ynez 
project in Federal waters. 


State and a number of county 
officials had been working to 
get Exxon to agree to change its 
plans and build onshore instead, 
as it had originally planned to 
do. But the onshore plans would 
be contingent on its possible 
hookup to a projected onshore 
pipe line for various oil con­ 
cerns drilling in Santa Barbara 


Channel. 
The Exxon letter signed by 
Harry J. Longwell, division 
production manager, was sent 
from Los Angeles. Longwell 
said Exxon is now negotiating 
with Southern California for a 
contract to sell the natural gas 
produced from the offshore 
field. 


Opponents of the offshore 
operation had claimed Exxon 
would have to reinject needed 
natural gas with its facilities 
some five miles offshore. 


In order to process gas from 
the Hondo field in the Santa 
Ynez Unit, Exxon would need 
county permission now to set up 
an onshore plant — possibly in 
the same Las Flores Canyon 
area near Refugio where it had 
first planned the oil processing 
and storage facility. 


State and county officials said 
that if Exxon does complete its 
offshore facility, its tankers 
loading there would have to 
come under Federal and county 
air pollution control standards, 
thereby reducing its daily crude 
oil output.

EAST HARTFORD, Conn. (U PI) — An ex-convict killed his 
wife and 4-year-old son and held police at bay with a high- 
powered rifle for more than 15 hours then killed himself today 
as police closed in. 


A police assault team with dogs found the bodies of Frank 
DeCorleto, 34, his wife, Shioehon, 22, and their 4-year-old son, 
Frank, early today in the family’s apartment in a residential 
section 


Authorities said DeCorleto apparently took his own life while 
he was talking on the phone to police State Police Commis­ 
sioner Edward Leonard said apparently DeCorleto killed his 
wife and son sometime Monday afternoon. 
East Hartford Police Chief Clarence Drumm, who spoke with 
the gunman for more than six hours during the 15-hour siege 
said he heard a shot on DeCorleto’s end of the line at about 7:10 
a.m. 
He said DeCorleto. who vowed earlier he would never be 
taken alive, did not speak on the phone again. 
Police then fired a teargas cannister into the barricaded 
apartment They smashed down the front door and found the 
bodies of the DeCorleto family as well as a small-arms arsenal. 
Leonard said earlier in the day DeCorleto had appeared as if 
he might be ready to give himself up 
The gunman threw out an Ml combat rifle in exchange for 
cigarettes and a copy of the Hartford Courant. which bannered 
a front page story on the siege 
Leonard denied earlier reports police decided at dawn to rush 
DeCorleto 
” We were prepared to talk to him all month if necessary We 
had no plans to rush him,’’ he said 
‘We have no idea what triggered it.” he added, referring to 
the entire incident 
Drumm said towards the end of the ordeal Decorleto’s 
telephone conversations became maudlin 
“ His moods ran from very docile to very hostile They were 
varied and wide, and basically his interest was in saying good­ 
bye.” the police chief said 
Earlier, police had said they would wait perhaps two days 
before rushing the gunman 
The Hartford Courant said today the gunman had called its 
newsroom Monday afternoon and told them he first killed his 
wife and then his son 
“ God hates me," DeCorleto told the Courant “ Life is terri­ 
ble It stinks.” 
And, he said. ‘‘I ’ve killed my 4-year-old son He’s bleeding all 
over the place ” 
DeCorleto said he also shot his wife, “ because she gave me a 
hard time ” He warned he had “ an arsenal here. I ’m all 
boarded up ” 


Nations shun psychiatry 
use to crush dissent 


HONOLULU (U P I) - Bri­ 
tain’s Dr Sidney Bloch said 
Monday that his country along 
with Australia. Canada, the 
United States and some other 
European nations may pull out 
of the World Psychiatric As­ 
sociation if that body fails to 
condemn the use of psychiatry 
to stifle political dissent 


“ There have been murmur- 
ings that those countries may 
say to hell with the WPA, con­ 
sidering that it has abrogated 
all its rights to represent the 
world psychiatric community 
and doesn’t merit being in ex­ 
istence, and the body may dis­ 
integrate,” Bloch said 
Bloch, who heads an in­ 
dependent study group on the 
internment of dissenters, was 
chief spokesman at a news con­ 
ference at which four psy­ 
chiatrists and a former Russian 
political prisoner described 
treatment of political dissi­ 
dents in the Soviet Union 
Dr 
Michael Nelson of the 
Massachusetts Psychiatric So­ 
ciety said the record of the 
world's most prestigious psy- 


chiatric body has been “ ex­ 
tremely poor” in explicitly con­ 
demning imprisonment of dissi­ 
dents. 
“ My view is that the chance 
that the WPA will change and 
do anything to condemn these 
practices during this session 
are 50 per cent or less than 50 
per cent." 
The vote on the issue is set for 
Wednesday night 
Bloch said the matter was 
“ swept under the carpet” at the 
WPA’s last meeting in Mexico 
City in 1971. 
“ Six years later, much infor­ 
mation has come out of the 
Soviet Union,” he said “ Now 
the documentaton and testimo­ 
ny is overwhelming and incon­ 
trovertible — that there is a 
pervasive misuse of Soviet psy­ 
chiatry for political purposes, a 
systematic misuse of psy­ 
chiatry coordinated at the 
highest levels.” 
Nelson said documentation 
coming out of Romania, Bul­ 
garia. East Germany, Argen­ 
tina and a few other countries 
“ indicates that the Russian 
model is being imitated 
State solar projects 
said to lack inspections 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Gov Edmund G. Brown Jr s 
project to install solar energy 
equipment in state-owned build­ 
ings has been carried out 
without proper inspections, pos­ 
ing health and safety hazards, 
according to two contractors 
Following the contractors’ 
disclosures in a Sacramento 
Bee article Monday, the Brown 
administration announced in­ 
spections have been started at 
the three buildings where in­ 
stallations took place, and cor­ 
rective work is being done to 
comply with building codes. 
State Architect Sim Van der 
Ryn said: “ They are being in­ 
spected and corrections are be­ 
ing made.” 
The contractors said the lack 
of proper inspection resulted in 
substandard workmanship and 
presents “ definite heakh and 
safety hazards.” 


“ If you call the fire depart­ 
ment, they’ll close this thing 
down so fast it would make your 
head swim,” said Bob Quenett, 
a plumbing contractor for 40 
years, after inspecting one of

Income tax 
forms to 
see changes 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
color of the federal income tax 
forms for 1977 will be a soothing 
pink on white and easier to fill 
out, the head of the Internal 
Revenue Service said today 
IRS Commissioner Jerome 
Kurtz said the style of the 
forms is not yet final, but plann­ 
ing has reached an advanced 
stage 
We will probably make a 
few more minor changes,” said 
Kurtz, “ but the form is about 
what we expect to be mailing to 
taxpayers in a few months ” 
The color of the form has 
changed from the red. white 
and blue of recent years to an 
easy-on-the-eyes pink and 
white Kurtz said use of the 
pastel shade helps focus the eye 
on the white areas to be com­ 
pleted. 
And it no longer will be neces­ 
sary to flip the form backand- 
forth during preparation The 
1976 form had income and 
deduction categories on both 
sides, requiring the taxpayer to 
refer frequently to alternate 
sides 
The new form allows the tax­ 
payer to make all income 
calculations on the front page 
and all deductions and credits 
against tax due on the back 
page 
That means calculations start 
at the top of the front page and 
continue in a natural sequence 
to the bottom of the back page 
where the taxpayer's signature 
goes. 
“ There is a‘ natural linear 
progression of line-by-line 
items,” Kurtz explained in an 
interview 
For taxpayers who favor the 
“ short form” without itemized 
deductions, there also is a new 
style All calculations can be 
made on one full-sized page. 
The reverse side of the form is 
blank The 1976 form used both 
sides of a half-page form. 
Although the color and style 
of the forms is new, there is no 
change in the basic calcula­ 
tions The forms will be mailed 
to taxpayers in late December. 
On other matters, Kurtz said 
the IRS will publish regulations 
soon on the taxation of fringe 
benefits such as vacation 
retreats and limousines used by 
business executives and the tax- 
a b ility of transportation 
between home and job 
He also said the IRS was 
reviewing the issue of whether 
multinational corporations can 
deduct foreign royalties as in­ 
come tax credits, but he 
declined to specify a deadline 
for a decision. 
Major oil companies have 
saved millions of dollars in 
taxes each year by taking a U.S. 
tax credit for royalties paid to 
oil producing countries

Post, who will retire Wednes­ 
day as legislative analyst, also 
assailed a controversial docu­ 
ment released last year — the 
Fantus Report — which ranked 
California 47th in the nation as 
a good state for business 


Republicans often cite the 
study to support their criticism 
of Brown 


Post told the Sacramento 
Com stock 
C lub,

businessmen, that he believed 
the report’s assumptions were 
“ poor” and “ I think the conclu­ 
sions, therefore, were not 
sustainable 


“ By and large, we find that 
California still attracts busines­ 
s '’ the silver haired economist 
said 
“ While I think we should con­ 
tinue efforts to make the 
business climate of California 
more attractive than it is, I 
maintain that California is not 
about to die on the vine,” he 
said 
“ It is a very healthy 
organism.” 


Gulf's first storm sends 
oil rig workers inland 


NEW ORLEANS (U P I) - 
More than 2,000 oil workers 
abandoned their drilling plat­ 
forms in the Gulf of Mexico and 
headed inland today for safety 
from the first tropical storm of 
the year. 


Tropical storm Anita formed 
early today in the north central 
Gulf of Mexico, 200 miles south 
of New Orleans 
Its highest 
sustained winds were 40 m.p h 
at daybreak 
“ We began evacuations late 
yesterday afternoon and some 
of the major oil companies have 
completed their evacuations,” 
said 
a 
spokesm an 
for 
Petroleum Helicopters, Inc., in 
Lafayette, La 
PHI uses 200 helicopters to 
shuttle 7,200 oil company 
workers to drilling platforms in 
the Gulf daily 
“ We don’t have an exact 
number on how many men 


we’ve brought in because all 
our radio operators from of­ 
fshore are already in themsel­ 
ves,” said the company spokes­ 
man 
Officials of three major oil 
companies operating in the Gulf 
said they had ordered their rigs 
evacuated Other drilling com­ 
panies sent nonessential 
personnel to shore 
“ We are now evacuating all 
Amoco personnel and contract 
personnel from drilling plat­ 
forms in the Gulf of Mexico,” 
said Dave Tayrien of Amoco 
Production Co “ We re talking 
about seven drilling rigs off the 
Texas and Louisiana coasts.” 
Tayrien said 500 Amoco 
employees were involved in the 
evacuation 
Tenneco and Chevron U S A 
also ordered teir rigs evacuated 
late Monday and company 
spokesmen said more than 1,500 
workers were affected 


DEARBORN, Mich. (U P I) - 
Ford Motor Co. has denied 
allegations that the Ford Pinto 
is a firetrap in which 900 
persons died in fires following 
rear-end collisions in which 
they should not even have been 
seriously injured. 
Ford Monday answered criti­ 
cism leveled nearly a month 
ago by the magazine Mother 
Jones, which had claimed Ford 
“ for seven years sold cars in 
which it knew hundreds of peo­ 
ple would needlessly burn to 
death.” 
In an eight-page statement, 
Ford Vice President Herbert L 
Misch said real-world evidence 
“ totally discredits the opinions 
of the alleged safety experts 
quoted by Mother Jones ” 
“ These statistics establish 
that the Ford Pinto is involved 
in fewer fire-associated colli­ 
sions than might be expected 
considering the total number of 
Pintos in operation,” said 
Misch, vice president in charge 
of the Environmental and 
Safety Engineering Staff 


Misch said the magazine's 
figures on the number of people 
who burned to death in flaming 
wrecks 
not agree with of­ 
ficial 
gures from the National 
Hir ¿ay Traffic Safety Ad- 
ir...ustration 
In the article, author Mark 
Dowie claimed that “ by conser­ 
vative estimates, Pinto crashes 
have caused 500 burn deaths to 
people, who would not have 
been seriously injured if the car 
had not burst into flames ” 
“ The figure could be as high 
as 900,” Dowie claimed 
Actual figures compiled by 
the NHTSA showed that of 848 
deaths in 1975 associated with 
passenger car accidents in 
which fires also occurred, 12 of 
the reported fatalities involved 
Pinto occupants, Misch said In 
1976. the number of persons 
killed in Pinto fires was 11 out 
of 942 car-fire fatalities in the 
entire country. 
The subcompact Pinto was 
first introduced in the fall of 
1970 More than 2 5 million have 
been sold since then

PASADENA, Calif (U P I) - 
Space scientists have regained 
control over the rebel computer 
aboard a Jupiter-bound space 
probe 
Last Friday the computer 
aboard Voyager II, using its 
emergency powers, began 
countermanding orders radioed 
from controllers at the Je t 
Propulsion 
Laboratory, 
interfering with efforts to clear 
up a lingering minor problem. 
Scientists were trying to get 
the spacecraft to blow a dust 
cover off its television cameras 
and other scientific in­ 
struments, and at the same 
time perform a roll around its 
own axis. 
The cameras and instruments 
are mounted on the end of an 
extendable boom Because of a 
comunications problem 
immediately after the launch 
from Cape Canaveral on Aug 
20, scientists were unsure 
whether the boom was fully ex­ 
tended and locked in place, 
although it was clearly at least 
very close to the proper posi­ 
tion 
They thought the jolt of blow­ 
ing off the dust cover coupled 
with the centrifugal force of the 
roll would nudge the boom the 
last few centimeters, if needed. 
But the on-board computer, 
programmed to take emergen­ 
cy measures if something goes 
amiss, interpreted the unex­ 
pected commands as improper 
and prevented them from being 
executed 
Commands were sent Mon­ 
day changing the computer’s 
programming to keep it from 
interfering again 
The 
commands 
were 
repeated and the spacecraft 


carried them out, said JP L 
spokesman Don Bane 
He said that following the 
manuever. scientists said the 
boom was either locked in posi­ 
tion or so close the difference is 
unimportant 
“ They believe it will stay in 
place even during the planetary 
encounters.” 
The spacecraft was about 5 
million miles from Earth to­ 
day, speeding at 22,472 miles an 
hour toward an encounter next 
year with Jupiter 
Meanwhile, NASA, after two 
postponements, scheduled the 
launching of Voyager I for next 
Monday Despite Voyager U s 
head start of more than two 
weeks. Voyager I will reach 
Jupiter next March, four 
months earlier, by following a 
swifter flight path

Ford Pinto not firetrap, 
company executives say 
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Under school finance plan 
Arrival of tax hike debated 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The Brown ad­ 
ministration and the legislative analyst’s 
office disagreed Monday on whether 
Californians will face a tax increase in 
three years under the $8.8 billion school 
finance and property tax package. 


At a briefing for legislators Monday, 
John Vickerman, chief deputy analyst, 
said a tax increase would be needed in 
three years because the state could expect 
a $190 million deficit in 1979 increasing to 
$1.3 billion in 1981-82 if the package is pas­ 
sed 


Those deficits, based on a 12 per cent an­ 
nual increase in revenues, mean a “tax in­ 
crease or you’ll have to cut down very sub- 
s t a n tia lly on 
n o rm a l s p e n d in g ,” 
Vickerman told the lawmakers. 
But state Finance Director Roy Bell dis­ 
agreed. 
Using 13 per cent as the yearly increase 
in revenue. Bell estim ated a $50 million 


surplus in 1979-80 decreasing to a $300 
million deficit in 1981-82. 
Bell argued that as long as the figures 
remain in the black for the first three 
years of the program, there is no cause for 
a tax increase. 
Chances for correct prediction are so 
poor after three or four years, any figures 
— surplus or deficit — are “unrealistic,” 
he said. 
Even if the $300 million figure was cor­ 
rect. funds could be made up from an 
emergency surplus that he says would 
total over $600 million in the fifth year. 
“ We’re not going to have any tax in­ 
crease,” declared Assembly Speaker Leo 
McCarthy. D-San Francisco, after the 
briefing. 
“Frankly, w e’re just going to have to 
make a judgment on how much weight to 
attach to the elasticity factor (the revenue 
estim ates of the analyst and finance of­ 
fices),” he said.

S. Gleason Jr., once one of the 
nation’s most respected ban­ 
kers, arrived alone Monday at 
the U.S. penitentiary in Marion 
to begin serving a three-year 
sentence for bank fraud 
The form er head of the 
Veterans Administration under 
President Kennedy and former 
national com m ander of the 
American Legion has been as­ 
signed to a prison camp for 
trustytype 
prisoners 
after 
pleading guilty to the charge. 
G leason, 62, w as also a 
major-general in the U.S. Army 
Reserve, president and chair­ 
man of the Mercantile Bank of 
Chicago and vice president of 
the F irst National Bank of 
Chicago 
He pleaded guilty to charges 
he concealed his interest in a 
firm which obtained a $528,000 
loan from the Mercantile bank 
and charges he kept a $60,000 
check which he recorded as a 
loan to a third party. 
“ He could look you in the eye 
and tell you you were in China. 
And you’d believe it,” a former 
associate said. 
A close associate of Gleason. 
Leonard E ttelson. died last 
D ec. 
9. 
G leason arranged 
millions in loans for Ettelson, 
who arranged and backed loans 
for Gleason 
Their investments went sour 
Ettelson kept borrowing to 
cover his losses When he died, 
he owed the Mercantile bank 
$740,000 in personal loans and 
his various firm s owed the bank 
another $1 94 million in loans 
backed by Ettelson. 
Thirty-seven banks want to 
collect on Gleason's debts. He 
filed a bankruptcy petition ear­ 
ly this year and was indicted in 
June. 
Dozens of banks and individu­ 
als are trying to collect what 
little is in Ettelson's estate.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - In 
the final days of its 1977 session, 
the legislature has inserted 
provisions in a 257-page tax con­ 
formity bill to exempt itself 
from taxation on living ex­ 
penses. 
The bill (AB302) by Assem­ 
blyman Willie Brown Jr., D-San 
Francisco, is a technical bill 
designed to make state tax laws 
conform to federal tax statutes. 
In three sections the bill was 
amended on the Senate floor to 
specify that for the purposes of 
taxation a legislator's home is 
in his d istrict and not in 
Sacramento.

Actor improves

has won a round in his fight for 
life in St John’s hospital. 
The 78-year-old actor was up­ 
graded to “ serious” condition 
Monday after a week on the 
critical list, and “his vital signs 
are in the process of stabili­ 
zing.” a hospital statem ent 
said 
Pidgeon was “alert, taking 
fluid and breathing on his own” 
for the first time since a blood 
clot reached his lung, the 
hospital said 
“ He has been taken off the 
respirator equipment but will 
continue to receive supplemen­ 
tal oxygen two or three tim es 
daily” and “ the trachea tube 
has been rem oved,” the hospi­ 
tal said The tube was inserted 
after Pidgeon underwent a 
tracheotomy, opening his wind­ 
pipe to ease his beathing. 


The departm ent estim ates

Verna has been collecting teapots for 
30 years. Her collection — now totaling 
322 — started the Christmas she got four 
pots. 
Many of the pots have come as 
gifts from friends and relatives. 
“ Between Christmas, my birthday and 
M other’s Day, 
I’m disappointed if 
someone doesn't give me a teapot,” she 
says. 
Fifty-five people have contributed to 
the pot-pourri. The pots’ origins repre­ 
sent 23 states ( “ My goal is to get one 
from every state” » and several foreign 
countries. 
“ My brother brought me these from 
England, my son brought some from 
V ietnam and K orea, som e friends 
brought these from Thailand,” says 
Verna as she points the pots out.

The teapots range in size from an earr­ 
ing to a cookie jar.

The collection wouldn’t be complete 
without the red. white and blue Bicenten­ 
nial Teapot. 
Some of the pots were handmade es* 
pecially for Verna by friends. And there 
there is the tale of the m ystery pot: 
“I cam e home one day,” says Verna, 
“And I could tell the teapots had been 
moved This new one was tucked in with 
the rest.’’ 
The pot is a squarish ceram ic model 
with delicate orange flowers 
It is the mystery pot because, “no one 
will acknowledge sneaking it in to put on 
my shelf says Verna. 
Does she have a favorite9 
“ How can 1 say which I like best?” she 
asks. “ A certain person, a certain place, 
a certain time 
They’re all precious ” 
She selects an attractive blue pot with 
figurines 
“ My grandson found this one at a gar­ 
age sale for 25 cents and bought it.

I 
guess I like the figures b e s t.” she 
decides. 
With one person helping, says Verna, it

They have all washed them 
and know better.” 
Verna, who has lived in Lompoc all her 
life, says she encouraged her six children 
to start collections. 
One collects 
candlesticks, 
another 
mugs, 
another 
horse statues, and the youngest mobiles. 
Verna says that with moving around to 
college and with their own families, 
“they aren’t really sticking to it.” 
The family does drink tea, “we go 
through two pots a day.” 
But believe it or not, Verna makes her 
tea in an electric, automatic-drip coffee 
pot. 


“It makes excellent tea.” says Verna. 
“So that’s what we use.” 
The family has personalized teamugs, 
with one designated “guest.” The guest 
is allowed to choose the teapot he or she 
wishes to be served from 
The p ots h ave b eco m e V er n a ’s 
trademark 
“Whenever I’m invited to a wedding, I 
give a new teapot,” she says. 
When in the market for a new addition 
to the collection, Verna says if she can't 
find a distinctive teapot, she tries to get 
one decorated with the classical Moss 
Rose pattern 
When shopping for her 
collection, she says: 
“I won’t pay more than $10 for a 
teapot. After all, they just sit here.” 
There are few duplicates in the collec­ 
tion and Verna likes the more unusual 
pots. 
“ If they were just pretty ones from 
Moores, they would be just teapots, but 
this way, they’re conversation pieces .”

Growing older 


Aged need protection, not vengeance

We seniors are now the chosen 
victim s of violent juvenile crime 
Count off robbery and rape. Count 
off mayhem, murder and mugging. 
Count off assault, battery and 
beatings 
Look at the poison-hearted vicious 
12- and 13-year-olds 
See what they 
did to the sweet old lady bringing 
candy to her grandchild. 
Did you 
hear how they stamped on the old 
man? They left him lying in a pool 
of blood in the gutter. 
“To the rescue,” shout the Solons 
in the state senate. “ Clap these bar­ 
barians in jail with older criminals 
and throw the key aw ay.” 
“We’re much too easy on them ” 
grow l the sta te assem b lym en . 
“ Retribution definitely is in order 
here 
Fix their records so they’ll be 
punished forever. 
These fiends 
must be made to suffer for their 
felonies.” 
The harsh laws are written. 
In 
many states the members of the 
legislature’s Child Care Committees 
approve them 
They declare 
solemnly: “Through these laws we 
will transform the elderly from the 
most attractive to the least attrac­ 
tive victim s for juvenile offenders.” 
The legislative pundits go smugly 
about their other duties. They sense 
that there is little comfort in locking 
the bam door after the horse has 
been stolen 
Still, they’re politi­ 
cians, 
These retributive laws will 
surely be vote-getters. 
Besides, 
such laws do not call for appropria­ 
tion of money. 
Thoughtful sen iors, how ever, 
were not fooled 
Punishment of the 
perpetrator is not protection for the 
victim 
Stiffer penalties alone do 
not materially deter crim e 
They 
never have, They never will. 
Laws proposed to make juvenile 
crim inal 
records 
accessible 
to 
judges are effective only when the 
offenders have been apprehended 
The same is true of laws that make 
youthful criminals eligible for the 
same long jail sentences meted out 


to older criminals. 
The terror must be ended. 
It is a special form of terror. 
It requires special kinds of police 
surveillance and police action 
Each state legislature is duty-bound 
to appropriate special funds as 
needed to guarantee the safety of 
senior citizens 


A first step would call together 
the police chiefs of areas where the 
elederly are in danger, 
A second 
s t e p w o u ld 
s e t 
up s p e c ia l 
neighborhood details of policemen 
whose assignment would be the 
protection of the aged 
A third step 
would give these “ Senior Safety 
D etails’ 
access to all information 
availab le 
in 
the neighborhood 
relating both to the young and the 
old. 


The Senior Safety Details would 
gather data from local school 
records, playing special attention to 
truants 
They would enlist the 
co o p era tio n 
of 
lo c a l 
se r v ic e 
organizations. 
They would consult 
with 
local 
citizen s clubs and 
religious groups. 
They would con­ 
sult with local citizens clubs and 
religious groups 
They would meet 
with service clubs and veterans 
organizations. The objective would 
be to involve the entire community 
in the job of protecting the elderly. 
The police detail would organize 
and have contact with safety com ­ 
m ittees on every block 
From them 
they would learn where the elderly 
lived, which seniors lived alone, 
when they did their shopping, how 
they spent their day and evening 
hours. 
Police headquarters would main­ 
tain and update a master chart. 
This would control the where, when 
and how of police surveillance and 
action 
If necessary, individual 
policemen or special patrols would 
undertake to protect individuals or 
groups of senior citizens 
What we old people are looking for 
is a qualitative change in organized 
protection 
Now living with terror. 


we hear things like, “ It’s happened 
again' Seventy-year-old Mrs. Smith 
was mugged yesterday ” What we 
need to hear is. "The police caught a 
couple of little bums who were 
acting suspicious. There’s been no 
crim e again st the elderly for 
several weeks ” 
Certainly this will cost money An 
emergency appropriation will be 
required. 
Policemen who might 
have been laid off would be put back 
on the job 
If necessary, the state 
would cover part or all of the cost. 
Protection would require money for 
research personnel and managerial 
staff. 
It could use a communica­ 
tions network operating with all in­ 
struments of detection 24 hours a 
day in the areas where the old are 
endangered 
We can be sure that the police will 
do this job well 
They have the ex ­ 
pertise 
They have the training. 
They surely have the desire to save 
the elderly from harm 


The proposed laws in legislatures 
are an exercise in futility 
They 
provide too little protection, too late 
to help us b ele a g u e re d o ld er 
Americans. 
Our very lives are at 
risk 
The vicious young criminals 
must be stopped before they maim 
or torture us 
We will hurt no less, 
suffer no less if the criminals get a 
longer or harsher jail sentence 


The New York State Association

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Agreement 
review 
requested 


In a letter to fellow directors 
of th e Solvang M unicipal 
Improvement D istrict which he 
described as an “ evaluation 
report,’’ board chairm an Leslie 
Wilkes has asked that a com­ 
plete review of a proposed joint 
sewer powers agreem ent with 
the Santa Ynez Community Ser­ 
vices D istrict be implemented 
without delay. 


In his letter, Wilkes pointed 
to two main concerns of the 
Santa Ynez District. One was 
the amount of capacity in the 
SMID sanitary plant and the 
cost of that capacity. 


The board head said “ it is 
likely that a combination of 
these two concerns contributed 
to their (SYCSD) refusal to sign 
the proposed agreement. He 
noted that the recent expansion 
of th e SM ID fa c ility w as 
originally sized for the needs of 
Solvang only, and that funding 
agencies “ strongly implied that 
future expansions would have 
no grant aid assistance.” 


Wilkes wrote that “ this posi­ 
tion of th e S ta te (w a te r 
resources control board) has 
been made clear more recently 
by Mr. Jim Waters in his state­ 
ment that Solvang was not eligi­ 
ble for future grant aid funds.” 


Waters is an engineer with 
the WRCB and evaluator of the 
Santa Ynez project 


“ Even though the capacity of 
th e p la n t w as c a r e f u lly 
calculated and limited to the 
needs of S olvang, it was 
learned, however, that there 
was a ca p acity expansion 
capability that was relatively 
inexpensive,” Wilkes said 


He continued by writing “ this 
e c o n o m ic a l 
e x p a n s io n 
capability has been regarded an 
important community asset by 
the SMID board and the sewer 
com mittee on behalf of the 
community due to the lack of 
future grant funds 


“There was. however, no ac­ 
curate information at the time 
as to the cost of or the amount 
of this expansion capability 
Thus information was not pur­ 
sued as there was no need by 
SMID at the tim e ” 
Wilkes outlined the purpose 
of the capital replacem ent 
charge to the SYCSD, which 
“was to reim burse Solvang for 
the loss of economical expan­ 
sion. a community asset. The 
funds acquired in this manner 
would be used to offset the cost 
of constructing m ore costly 
capacity at a later date 
“The recent acquisition of 
more specific information, in­ 
cluding cost and expansion 
capacity," Wilkes wrote, “has 
considerably eroded the posi­ 
tion that has been the basis of 
the discussions with Santa Ynez 
in the past.” 
According to Wilkes, the data 
re v e a ls th e p o ssib ility of 
“ c o n s tru c tin g 
a d d itio n a l 
capacity, following the Santa 
Ynez project, in easily affor­ 
dable increm ents up to a total 
plant ca p ac ity of 1 2 mgd 
(1.200,000 gallons per day). 
“It is evident,” Wilkes con­ 
tended, “ that the Santa Ynez 
expansion project would be a 
benefit to the present users and 
future users of the valley if the 
Solvang p la n t b eco m es a 
regional facility 
“There is little doubt that the 
lack of this cost data and expan­ 
sion capability information has 
been the cause of unfortunate 
circum stances relative to the 
negotiating sessions with Santa 
Ynez 
“ It must be noted, however, 
that these sessions have been 
costly to Solvang and there was 
no indication that to expend ad­ 
ditional funds for ano th er 
report or study would result in 
m e a n i n g f u l 
i n f o r m a t i o n 
regarding the S anta Ynez 
project, and there was still no 
need by SMID at this time 
“This oversight is not neces­ 
sarily a SMID error and should 
not be construed as bad faith 
negotiating by SMID,” Wilkes 
wrote 
Wilkes said the new inform a­ 
tion which he had obtained 
relative to costs and expansion 
capabilities “ needs refinement 
before it is totally accepted ”

Rescue Truck 31 
does Valley job

As Rescue Truck 31 becomes 
better known and population 
continues to grow throughout 
the Santa Ynez Valley, it is in­ 
creasing its work load at a 
steady pace. 


According to Santa Barbara 
County Fire Captain L arry 
Templin, head of Rescue Truck 
31 ’s home station in Buellton, 
there were 286 calls during the 
entire 1976 compared to 317 
through August of this year. 
“ The rescue truck goes out 
for all types of em ergencies,” 
he said, including fire calls 
m e d i c a l 
e m e r g e n c i e s , 
automobile accidents and even 
overflowing plumbing 
“ We 
have a water vac that can help 
clean up.” he added. 


One of the m ost fam iliar 
duties of the Rescue Truck and 
its crew is the automobile acci- 
den t , 
p a r t i c u l a r l y 
al ong 
highways 101 and 246 
“ T here have been som e 
mighty bad ones with us having 
to use ropes down cliffs to get 
people out,” Templin said. A 
few of the more serious acci­ 
dents have been photographed 
and pictures hang on the wall in 
his office 
Ideally, two men ride in 
Rescue 31 with Dan Holland as 
the main man Holland is ex­ 
perienced in extrication (get­ 
ting victims free of wreckage), 
first aid and with the jaws of 
life, a specialized power tool 
designed to spread apart metal. 
Equipment carried on the 
truck has been continuously im ­ 
proved with periodic additions 
It serves county portions of the 


Sant a Ynez and Lo mp o c 
Valleys, north to Los Alamos 
and south to Gaviota. 
Presently, the truck carries 
the jaws of life, breathing ap­ 
paratus, complete first aid sup­ 
plies (including splints, gurneys 
and backboards), an ajax tool 
for cutting m etal, a K-12 power 
saw and a smoke ejector fan 
designed to take smoke out of a 
structure after a fire. 
Also part of the equipment is 
a portable electrical generator, 
the water vac, canvas salvage 
covers to protect furniture 
f r o m w a t e r d a m a g e , an 
e l e c t r i c a l 
d e o d o r i z e r 
to 
eliminate smoke smell after a 
fire, jacks, blocking gear, ropes 
and some light mountain rescue 
equipment. 
Various hand tools are part of 
the truck’s supplies and include 
a x e s , s l e d g e h a m m e r s , 
prybars, shovels, squeegies and 
mops. Of course, map books 
and radio equipment are basic 
components, Templin added 
All men operating the truck 
must be firemen with a valid 
f i r s t 
a i d 
c a r d . 
‘ Wh e n 
r e s p o n d i n g to a m e di c a l 
emergency, for instance a heart 
attack, we always work on the 
person no m atter what his ap­ 
parent condition seems to be,” 
Templin noted. 
“One time, we arrived on 
such a call for an elderly 
gentleman and found all signs 
of death. But. we used CPR 
(cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation) 
and 
breathing 
apparatus all the way to the 
hospital 
By the t i me we 
arrived, we had literally saved 
his life.

Templin. with his 10 regulars 
and six auxiliary firemen who 
operate out of the Buellton sta­ 
tion. have had some interesting 
experiences along the way 
One of the more quiet ac­ 
tivities is talking with local 
schools, youth groups and adult 
organizations explaining 
fire 
safety “One time, a m em ber of 
the Forest Service and I were to 
talk to a group of pre-school 
children.” Templin related 
“My part was to dress as 
Smokey Bear and wait outside 
the room for an introduction by 
the other man When he said. ‘I 
have brought a special friend 
for you to meet .’ I entered 
The kids took one look at me 
and took off out the other 
door ” The bear costume had 
frightened them 
Practice is an integral part of 
the firem en’s job “We are con­ 
stantly trying to improve our 
tim e,” Templin said “ We prac­ 
tice at the station as well as 
throughout the area we serve, 
worki ng on at l e a s t one 
procedure a day.” 
He estim ates firemen have to 
know about 600 jobs and each 
man must know all the others’ 
jobs as well as his own 
Learning is a continuing 
process, according to the cap­ 
tain. Often the men will take 
c o u r s e s 
t h r o u g h n e a r b y 
colleges in fire science 
“Today, the four men on duty 
rep resen t 55 years of ex­ 
perience in rescues and fires. 
And, all have had previous ex­ 
perience with other fire depart­ 
ments before coming here.” 
Three to four people man the 
station on a 24-hour a day basis 
During the recent Sycamore 
Fire in Santa Barbara. Templin 
noted the station was manned 
around the clock with engines 
from other areas, reserve and 
off-duty firemen 
He also mentioned the new 
phone number for use in any 
type of emergency. “ People in 
the Santa Ynez Valley should 
call 688-8911.” he said This will 
connect them with a central of­ 
fice equipped to relay fire, 
police and em ergency m es­ 
sages to the ap p r o p r i a t e 
agency

Other teams would like 
to have Raiders' problem 


Cal to concentrate on balance 
now that superstars are gone 


SANTA ROSA. Calif (UPI) 
— No, the Oakland Raiders 
aren’t trying to corner the 
market on defensive linemen It 
just looks that way. 
Here it is less than a month 
before the start of the National 
Football 
L eagu e’s 
regular 
season and the defending Super 
Bowl champions still have eight 
NFL-tested players for the 
“ down” positions. 
John Madden indicated ear­ 
lier he plans to keep five — pos­ 
sibly six — for his much- 
discussed 3-4 alignment, so he’s 
taking an extremely cautious 
approach to the problem of 
reducing the squad during the 
exhibition season. 
“ It’s no problem,” Madden 
said when he looked over his 
depth chart. “ The opposite is 
true. You worry when you have 
just two players to fill three 
spots, not when you have eight 
to fill three 
That’s a plus 
Those things work themselves 
out.” 
What he left unsaid was that, 
although heavy emphasis has 
been placed on the Raiders’ 3-4, 
from time to time, they will in­ 
stall a 4-3 and even 5-2 defenses 
when situations dictate. 
When camp opened. Madden 
and defensive line coach Tom 
Dahms had 10 applicants for the 
three-m an front, including 
Super Bowl XI starters Otis 
Sistrunk. Dave Rowe and John 
Matsuzak 


Back for another go-around 
were yearlings Charles Philyaw 
and Herb McMath, plus Art 
Thoms and Horace Jones, both 
of whom were out with injuries 
during the Raiders’ champion­ 
ship season. The newcomers 
were ail NFL-tested veterans 
— Pat Toomay, Bob Brown and 
Marvin Upshaw. 
E arlier, Je ff Winans and 
Kevin Korver were switched 
over to the offensive line to un­ 
crowd the picture. 
Two players failed to survive 
the initial 
roster-trimm ing. 
Jones was sold to the Seattle 
Seahawks and Upshaw waived 
It was Dahms, now in his 15th 
season with the Raiders, who 
choreographed 
the much- 
heralded alignment with Sis­ 
trunk and Matsuzak on the out­ 
side and Rowe anchoring the 
middle 
"We realized it would take a 
different kind of athlete to play 
on a three-man line,” Dahms 
said in explaining the Raiders 
had to resort to the new system 
in 1976 after a string of injuries 
decimated the front-four of the 
year before 
“ What we tried to do was find 
guys who we felt were best 
suited for the job We tried to 
fit the players into what we 
thought were the proper slots. 
We wanted big, strong, fast 
athletes with good mobility — 
lateral, forward and whatever 
else 


“ In the old four-man line 
setup, usually the heavy, slow 
tackles were inside with the 
quicker, faster, leaner guys out­ 
side. With the new front, it 
called for big guys who could 
move. So. in reality, we were 
looking for a different quality 
type player It just so happens 
in our case the three-man front 
is made up of three defensive 
tackles.” 


Via the w aiver list, the 
Raiders picked up Matsuzak 
and Rowe, both monster-sized 
6-7 tackles 


The pressure on the front- 
three is intense on every down, 
according to Dahms. 


“ The line has to close down 
tight so the linebackers won’t 
have to cover big holes,” he 
said. “ They also have squeeze 
everything in and still be able to 
contain ” 


The sticky part, however, is

ap p ro ac h in g

Dahms One NFL-required cut- 
down has left him with eight 


linebackers, but there are two 
more roster reduction dates

Being in charge of the unit,

Houston McTear to run 
for Cerritos this year 


BER K ELEY . Calif. (UPI) - 
For the first time since he took 
over at the U niversity of 
California six years ago, Mike 
White is not talking about an of­ 
fensive “ game-breaker.” 
Instead, he’s leaning his 
Golden B ears football team 
toward the team balance con­ 
cept — and putting a little more 
emphasis on his defense 
“ Since I’ve been at Cal, we 
have had to depend on a 
superstar-type (Steve Bartkow- 
ski. Chuck Muncie, the late Joe 
Roth. Wesley Walker and Steve 
Rivera),” White said as he 
geared his troops for the season 
opener against Tennessee Sept. 
10. 
“ I’m not saying we don’t have 
some fine players this time 
around, but there won’t be the 
focus on one or two people as in 
the past. I’m focusing my atten­ 
tion on a team concept. Before, 
whether consciously or sub­ 
consciously, too often we might 
have been waiting for one guy 
to pull out a game for us.” 
With the offense in high gear, 
White had the Bears pointed in 
the direction of the Rose Bowl 
in 1974 with a 7-3-1 record and 8- 
3 the following year. His un­ 
bounded optimism fell last 
season, however, when, after 
injuries to Roth and Walker, the 
Golden Bears faded to 5-6. 
“ Our aspirations are just as 
high as they've always been and 
I think we can expect some 
measure of success from this 
year’s team ,” he said. “ But 
how good it will be will depend 
on how fast these players 
develop I don’t want to disap­ 
point people, so I’ll leave things 
a little more unsaid right now.” 
But, as usual, his only com­ 
ment on his 1978 squad was 
laced with hopeful optimism. 
“ This year’s team, in terms 
of experience, talent and depth, 


is by far the best yet,” he said. 
“ I think this team has far 
greater team balance. 
“ We open on the road against 
Tennessee, come home to play 
Air Force, then go back to play 
Missouri If we hang together in 
those first three gam es — and 
develop some depth — we could 
be a pretty good football 
team .”

Besides Young and 
Eric Anderson, a redshirt last

Paramedics 


A t h r u s t to e s t a b l i s h 
paramedic service in Lompoc 
apparently is under way and, 
like everything else, it boils 
down to the question of 
whether or not a taxpayer can 
afford such service. 


For months, a group of 
citizens has been plaguing 
the Lompoc City Council to do 
something about establishing 
such a service. 
Their direc­ 
tion has always been misap­ 
plied. The City Council has no 
responsibility for such ser­ 
vice. 
The Lompoc Hospital 
District does and finally the 
Council has queried the dis­ 
trict concerning the possibility 
of such service. 


Lompoc Hospital District is 
having great difficulty in 
holding its own financially. To 
place the burden of e s­ 
tablishing a base station on the 
hospital resources would cer­ 
tainly require a hike of major 
proportion in the district tax 
rate. 
In addition, putting 


param edics with the a m ­ 
bulance service would also 
require a substantial hike in 
the tax subsidy of the am ­ 
bulance service, not to men­ 
tion the high cost of the 
paramedic equipment. 
On the other hand, there is 
always the old saying, “ if it 
saves one life, I think it is 
worth it.” 
The am b u lan ce serv ice 
claims that between 50 and 60 
calls per month, about one per 
cent, are actual emergencies 
that would merit paramedic 
calls. This translates to about 
six or seven emergencies a 
year in which a paramedic 
could possibly mean the dif­ 
ference between life and 
death. 
We believe the proposal 
should be further studied in 
order that the taxpayer can be 
informed specifically as to 
just how much money he, as a 
taxpayer, is going to be 
charged before any action of 
approval is granted.

Hitler and revisionists 


lohn Lukács has written a stirring 
m essage to American conservatives 
warning against a massive attempt to

abilitate Adolf Hitler This effort has 
been undertaken by the British writer 
David Irving, 
in the book “ Hitler’s 
War," which is the cause of a roaring 
controversy in Great Britain and Europe 
and a considerable 
controversy here. 
John L u k ács is a 
g r e a t l y 
t a l e n t e d 
historian, a man of 
conservative 
disposi­ 
tion who feels he has a 
■stake in the hygiene of 
the 
c o n s e r v a t i v e 
novenet and worries 
that such a book as 
David Irving's will 
have a harmful in­ 
fluence 
on 
co n se r­ 
vatives. 
Why0 Because — he explains — most 
conservatives of the older generation op­ 
posed American intervention in the Se­ 
cond World War 
In the group that op­ 
posed that intervention there is a divi- 
>ion 
One set did so because they were 
t raditionally opposed to meddling in 
foreign wars, had not forgotten the 
futility of the first world war, and were 
horrified at the thought of an alliance 
with the Soviet Union. But a few others 
and John 
Lukács names Charles 
Lindbergh am ong them — admired 
Hilter s regim e, and thought it simply a 
bad idea to make war on it. 
This is clearly the position of historian 
David Irving 
His book, in the opinion of 
Lukács, is a major act of historical 
irresponsibility 
“ Hitler’s War,’ unlike 
Irvin g's e a r lie r 
w o rk s, 
c o n ta in s 
hundreds of errors; wrong names, wrong 
dates and what is worse, statem ents 
jbout events, including battles, that did 
not really take place. 
These errors, 
however, are not the result of inadequate 
research 
they are not technical m is­ 
takes or oversights. They are the result 
of the dominant tendency of the author’s 
mind.” 
Lukács is horrified at the 
prospect that Irving will persuade con­ 
se rv a tiv es e a g e r for r e tr o a c tiv e 
justification that Hitler was really okay, 
it was Hitler’s associates who were so 
evil 
David Irving denies there is any 
documentary evidence linking 
Hitler 
directly with the program to exter­ 
minate the Jews. 
It is true that up until a point late in the 
30’*, many who were isolationists were 
making excuses for Hitler, the psy­ 
chological purpose being the obvious one 
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In Washington by

It is a recurrent phenomenon.

Jane Fonda lectured to A m erican 
audiences about the humane treatment 
of U S prisoners of war in Hanoi.

What one should despise is that which is 
associated with H itler, m ost sp ec­ 
tacularly his genocidal policies. 
In the 
last analysis it makes very little dif­ 
ference whether the idea of killing a race 
of people originated in Hitler’s mind, or 
even if he was the man responsible for 
executing that mission. 
What does matter is that those policies 
should continue to be abominated 
I am 
persuaded that Hitler was personally 
responsible. 
But I am not in the least 
frightened by any hypothetical pos­ 
sibility that a David Irving should end by 
proving Hitler personally innocent: 
so 
long as the evil of what was done is ac­ 
cepted as evil. 
Where you get into trouble is with 
those who explain that it was in fact 
necessary to deal thusly with Germany’s 
Jews, or that Stalin could hardly be 
blamed for cracking a few eggs in order 
to make an omelette. It is the apologists 
for th e d e e d s, 
r a th e r th an the 
revisionists who desire to shift the 
allocation of blame, that we need to 
watch. Since there is none of this going 
on with respect to Hitlerism, David Ir­ 
ving's book, however misleading, does 
not greatly disturb the moral waters.

The case involving 
the delinquent taxes 
h a s 
b een 
ru n n in g 
through the statutory 
five-year cycle beginn­ 
ing in 
the 
1972-73 
fiscal year and ending 
W ednesday. 
If the 
taxes are not paid by 
th e 
W e d n e s d a y 
deadline, the property 
is considered deeded 
to the state and a one per cent per month 
penalty will be assessed for the following 
10 months 
If the delinquent taxes are 
not paid by June 30, 1978, the property 
would be sold to the state, and in effect 
the companies would be out of business 
and other means would have to be 
arranged to take over the utility ser­ 
vices 
By the same token, the utility 
company can redeem the property at any 
time during the 10 months simply by pay­ 
ing all the back taxes. 
It would be a rarity if the owners of 
that much real estate were to. in effect, 
just standby and w atch w hile the 
property slipped through their corporate 
fingers 
As a matter of fact. Anton Gar- 
nier, who heads the com bine that 
manages the utilities told this reporter a 
week ago that he was going to borrow the 
money to m eet the tax bill. 
However, 
Gamier also disputes the amount of the 
bill and the way the county computed it. 
More will be heard on that score 
The whole question of utilities in the 
Mission 
Hills 
community is fraught 
with incredible confusion. 
For reasons 
that are not clear the utility combine got 
a 54 per cent reduction in assessed value 
on tne three parcels from which they 
provide water and sewer services 
The 
fair market value of the parcels was 
reduced from a total of $600,600 to 
$275.200 
Previous cash market es­ 
tim ates — assessed value is one-fourth of 
cash market value — of $417,600 on one 
parcel was reduced to $232,000; from 
$134.000 to $14,000 on a second parcel; 
and from $49,600 to $29.000 on a third. By 
any standard, that's a whopping reduc­ 
tion. 
Initial investigation indicates the 
reduction probably cam e as a result of 
an appeal, but that was not entirely clear 
this week 
A spokesperson for the asses­ 
sor’s office said the reduction could have 
been based on a finding that the office's 
figure of $600.600 was in error, rather 
than on a re-evaluation of the market 
value 
There is another route open to Gar- 
mer, according to authorities. He could

per cent of the back taxes plus penalties, 
and the next year, the current taxes, plus 
20 per cent of the back taxes, etc. That 
would be more expensive in the long run, 
but it would require less money im ­ 
mediately.

most of them residents. 
The credibility of G am ier’s companies 
is at a low level 
Despite all the 
problems stemming from an inadequate 
sewer system and from hassles with the 
state because of questionable operation 
procedures, sp okesperson s for the 
utilities recently agreed, verbally, ac­ 
cording to one source, to provide “can- 
will serve’’ letters to the developer- 
owners of a 1,000-acre parcel, east and 
northeast of Mission Hills proper The 
letter is supposed to convey the as­ 
surance of service to the developed com ­ 
munity Presumably the owners use the 
assurance inherent in the letters to base 
their planning on. In the case in point the 
letters were for water service, sewer 
service is expected via septic tanks 
Some real estate persons have viewed 
the situation with raised eyebrows 
In 
other words, how can G am ier’s outfit 
supply water to 100 proposed homesites 
when it has trouble now meeting its pre­ 
sent obligations? 
Garnier's combined utilities are debt 


ridden, barely able to meet present 
demands and no where to look except to 
the present customers to bail them out. 
To improve the present sewer system 
or to join the regional system . Gamier 
would expect to get the PUC to raise 
monthly rates per home from the pre­ 
sent $4.50 to $12 or $14 


All this led one state official to say that 
the poor homeowner was placed in the 
absurd position of “ buying the utility 
com p anies three tim e s .” 
This is 
probably more true in the case of water 
than it is of the sewer system 


The o ffic ia l, who sh all rem ain 
anonym ous at this tim e, said the 
homeowner pays for the company when 
he buys his home 
He or she pays a pro 
rata share of the water system installed 
and paid for by the developer 
The 
developer at that point makes a gift of 
the water system to a private utility — in 
this case. Mission Hills Water Co — as 
the most practical way of doing business 


Afterall the developer is being reim­ 
bursed for the cost of the water system

Cocaine flooding U.S. 


WASHINGTON - The House Nar­ 
cotics chairman will soon disclose that 
the flood of cocaine into the United 
States has reached epidemic propor­

While on an investigative mission 
through South America, Rep. Lester 
W olff,

m embers found the flow of cocaine cros­ 
sing U.S. borders is at 
least twice the highest 
estim ate of narcotics 
officials.

This has encouraged Latin 
American 
government officials, many 
of whom are on exceedingly friendly 
terms with the big dealers anyway, to ig­ 
nore the major traffickers. 
In Brazil, Wolff discovered that DEA 
agents’ hands were being tied by U.S. 
diplomats who do not want to rock the 
boat. The diplomats, for example, told 
Wolff there was little cocaine trafficking 
from Brazil

ton of cocaine a year was moving 
through Brazil to the United States.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — Americans 
for D em ocratic Action, the faithful 
torch-bearers of liberalism, have warned 
that the flame of civil rights is flickering 
on Capitol Hill this year. 
Congress, according to ADA, is bowing 
spinelessly before an ill wind from the 
right and undermining 20 years of hard- 
won progress. 
The evidence? Why, 
it’s right there in the 
negative votes on bus­ 
ing. abortion, gay 
rights, 
“ affirm ative 
action” and veterans 
benefits for Vietnam 
holders of less-than- 
honorable discharges 
that may be upgraded 
in the future 
Well ... maybe. 
Perhaps ADA is right. 
Yet its analysis may 
say as much about the changing nature 
of “civil rights” challenges as it does 
about the cooling of congressional ardor 
on such matters. 
It was all so much simpler, a decade or 
so ago. to distinguish civil rights from 
wrongs. 
Those on Capitol Hill and elsewhere 
who fought to guarantee all Americans 
the right to vote, access to places of 
public accommodation, equal employ­ 
ment opportunities and fair housing were 
blessed with an unshakeable faith that 
their cause was just. 
The courts said so. and the churches. 
The college professors said so. and their 
students. 
Community leaders said so, 
and common folk 
And in the White 
House, a towering Texan courageously 
confronted the shame of a century and 
told his countrymen that “we shall over­ 
com e.” 
But where, on issues like busing and 
abortion, is that glorious moral certitude 
of yesteryear? 
How can members of 
Congress be expected to discern the 
paths of righteousness, let alone follow 
them, when our society is so deeply and 
passionately divided on such questions? 
Take busing, for example, since it falls 
within the racial context we commonly 
associate with “civil rights” issues. 
Where is it written, in the laws of man 
or God. that busing is a “right,” civil or 
otherwise0 It is no more than a tool to 
remedy past wrongs and promote a goal 
of equal educational opportunity. 
Like 
any means to an end, its effectiveness is 
a l egitimate subject for debate. 
Rejecting the means does not necessari­ 
ly signify a disavowal of the end 
Abortion is an even stickier test of con­ 
gressional commitment to civil rights. 
Both the House and Senate have voted to 
deny federal funding for abortions sought 
by women too poor to pay for them on 
their own. 
Obviously, that is a discriminatory act 
since affluent women will still be able to 
obtain abortions with a doctor’s approval 
under terms of the Supreme Court’s 
original ruling that created such a furor 
earlier in this decade. 


Yet who is to say that congressmen 
who refuse to vote for public financing of 
abortions are violating civil rights of the 
poor if they genuinely believe that the 
willful termination of a pregnancy con­ 
stitutes a denial of the most fundamen­ 
tal right of all, the right to life? 
The other votes cited by ADA as proof 
of congressional backsliding on civil 
rights 
involved 
Vientman 
veterans 
benefits, gay rights and "affirmative ac­ 
tion ’ procedures of HEW. 


ADA detects in all of these a pattern of 
congressional 
hostility towards 
“ the 
rights of the poor, minorities, women 
and those choosing a life style different 
from the norm.” And the liberal group 
bemoans “ the absence of any visible 
public outrage” at such actions by 
longtime civil rights advocates. 
Perhaps civil rights supporters have 
been napping, as ADA seem s to feel. But 
maybe they simply failed to share ADA's 
perceptions of what constitutes a “civil 
rights” issue.
